Development Constraints 

Prior to introducing Paniati 
and Maietic, Meetre read a short 
statement from City Planner 
Celia Wilson who advised that 
the city had retained GPI as its 
consultants to assess the current 
condition of public facilities in 
the area of the Metro station 
and to determine the impact of 
additional development and to 
determine how much additional 
development might be accomo¬ 
dated. The GPI study is still in 
its early stages and the infor- 
m a tion provide d Thursday eve¬ 
ning was preliminary. 

In the GPI presentation, Pa¬ 
niati placed overlays upon a map 
of the area in question to depict 
the location of wetlands, flood 
plains, and different soil condi¬ 
tions. Paniati concluded that any 
area of Metro to be developed 
wouL’d be limited to the area 
already under development for 
the station and parking lots and 
that the remainder of the prop¬ 
erty was either wetlands, flood 
plain or both. The actual area 
for development would probably 
be limited to the area of the 
very large 3,300-car Park and 
Ride parking lot, she observed, 
noting that the lot could be re¬ 
placed with a parking structure, 
thereby freeing the remainder 
of the area for development- 

At a floor to area ratio of 0.5, 
which is the typical requirement 
for eight story office buildings, 
approximately one million square 
feet of office space could be con¬ 
structed on the estimated 2*5 
acres that would be available. 
While Pan'iati found soil condi¬ 
tions to be “clay,” “kind of 
mucky” and “not that great,” 
they would not prevent develop¬ 
ment, but could increase the cost 
of construction. 

GPI also found that the A. H. 
Smith property was about 50% 
flood plain and wetland. This

leaves an estimated 17 acres that 
could be developed: located in two 
areas, one a small parcel on 
Cherrywood Lane across from 
the Springhill Lake Apartments 
and the other in the southwest¬ 
ern section of the property where 
the present asphalt plant and 
company office facilities are lo¬ 
cated. The latter property will 
not be included in the TDOZ if 
the M-tNCPPC planning staff has 
its Way as it is considered be¬ 
yond convenient walking distance 
of the station. 

Although the area for poten¬ 
tial development lack water and 
sewer service at present, ade¬ 
quate facilities are nearby, and 
Paniati considered it simply a 
“matter of procedure” for ser¬ 
vice to be extended- 

GPI noted that problems would 
be created by the impact of new 
development upon area traffic. 
“There are nine intersections 
thiat would be impacted,” Pa¬ 
niati advised. The consultants 
noted that five intersections will 
become substandard and require 
improvements or signalization as 
a result of development now tak¬ 
ing pllace or planned for Capital 
Office Park. (See separate story 
on traffic signals in this issue). 
If a million square feet were 
to be built, Edmonston Road be¬ 
tween Cherrywood Lane and the 
Beltway would fail to be ade¬ 
quate in design and need to be 
improved. 

Paniati also noted the need to 
extend bicycle paths into the 
area. “At present, one path from 
the east ends on Edmonston 
Road near the Police Station and 
another from the south which 
follows Indian Creek ends south 
of Greenbelt Road. Besides ex¬ 
tending these two paths, she felt 
that there needed to be improved 
access from Springhill Lake. 

Betsy Likow&ki asked how 
likely it was that the Metro 
parking lot would be converted 
to offices. Maietic responded thiat 
a Metro site is more likely to get 
office buildings than other sites, 
but that given the present eco¬ 
nomic conditions such develop¬ 
ment was not likely for the near 
future. 

Planning Process 

In his presentation, Derro ad¬ 
vised that the TDOZ does two 
things. It creates a physical de¬ 
lineation of a district and within 
the district, a transportation dis¬ 
trict development plan is then

KQantiiuied from page *>ne) 
ers of Capital Office Park will 
be required to install a light at 
Ivy Lane and Edmonston Road 
when they undertake construc¬ 
tion of the next office building, 
one of three to be constructed 
on the north-west side of Cherry- 
wood Lane- When the second 
building is ready to be con¬ 
structed, the developers will be 
required to install a signal at 
Ivy Lane and Cherywood Lane. 

This leaves two intersections 
of city streets below par—Cher- 
rywood Lane at the METRO ac¬ 
cess road and Cherrywood Lane 
at Breezewood without any plans 
for signals to be installed. Pa- 
niati advised that the city could 
install these signals at its own 
expense or push for someone 
else to do it. 

Mayor Weidenfeld then sat 
down to contemplate whom the 
city could push. 

According to Paniati, the need 
for signals is not the only prob¬ 
lem, when the three additional 
office buildings at Capital Office 
Park are built, two signalized 
intersections will fail—Cherry- 
wood Lane at Greenbelt Road 
and Cherrywood Lane at Edmon¬ 
ston Road. “These intersections 
will have to be redesigned and 
it will be necessary to take ad¬ 
ditional right-of-way,” she in¬ 
formed the audience. 

Discussion of potential im¬ 
provements to intersections did 
not extend to other improvements 
necessary to accommodate the 
intensive development being con¬ 
sidered for the A. H. Smith 
property south of the new MET¬ 
RO station. (See story on de¬ 
velopment considerations as re¬ 
lated to the transportation dis¬ 
trict overlay zone in this issue). 

Maryland-National Capita! 
Park and Planning Commission 
Chief Planner for Transporta¬ 
tion and Public Facilities, Frank 
Derro, who also spoke at the 
meeting, commented later that 
traffic signal's were '‘cheap” 
when consideration is given to 
other traffic improvements to 
public facilities that might be 
required to accommodate new 
development He noted In parti¬ 
cular the cosit for widening roads 
and expanding bus service.

Update 

While I am not the letter 
writer that Faye is, I will try 
to relay to you what has re¬ 
cently happened. 

On Monday, October 5 she 
learned there was a possibiliy of 
a lung. We went home and wait¬ 
ed. At 8:25 Dr. Zorn called and 
asked if we would like to come 
to the hospital. Two doctors came 
in and said, “We have been told 
it is going to be at 1 am ” 

At 5:15 a.m. I heard a heli¬ 
copter fly in, which I later found 
out carried Dr. Zorn and Faye’s 
new lung. At 7:15 a m., I got 
a call in the waiting room say¬ 
ing that the major portion of the 
surgery had been completed and 
that Dr. Zorn would be calling 
me shortly, and that Faye was 
in satisfactory condition. 

Dr. Zorn came down and told 
me that the operation went like 
a textbook procedure and that 
Faye was in good condition. We 
went to Surgical Intensive Gare 
Unit and there she was, not her 
usual vibrant self but alive and 
well. 

Now almost three days later 
she is recuperating excellently. 
They expect her to have a room 
on the pulmonary ward about 
the 18th of this month. She can¬ 
not have any mail or visitors 
until that time because of infec¬ 
tion. The way I understand it* 
and I could be wrong, it looks 
like she will be in the hospital 
for a month and then we must 
still remain in Birmingham for 
three months, so that they can 
test her for rejection of the lung 
and other conditions that accom¬ 
pany such a drastic operation. 

I know that we could not have 
made it this far without all the 
prayers and support that you 
have all given us. 

We will try to give a more 
complete update as things pro¬ 
gress. 

Keep us in your prayers.

Fair Share 

Property owners throughout 
Prince Georges County are see¬ 
ing an increase in their WSSC 
bills—and they want to know 
why- The straightforward answer 
is that the efforts of the Mont¬ 
gomery and Prince Georges 
Councils to minimize these «ate 
increases were defeated by a 
vote of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty delegation to the Maryland 
House of Delegates. 

Prior to 1985 WStSC charged 
all new development a fee to pay 
for the infrastructure built to 
serve new development. When 
developers sued, the courts ruled 
that the State Legislature had 
to first authorize the fee. With¬ 
out these revenues (nearly $10 
to $15 million annually), WSSC 
had to turn to its only other 
revenue source—its customers. 


The Prince Georges and Mont¬ 
gomery County Councils had 
hoped to avoid substantive rate 
increases by imposing a develop¬ 
ment fee on new development. 

New development continues to 
expand the size of the system 
and increase capital costs. By 
charging new development for 
its fair share of these costs, we 
have, in the past, kept rates 
very stable. Without this option, 
however, the rate fluctuates and 
double digit rate increases have 
and will continue to result. 

The proposed fee, for new cus¬ 
tomers only, is called a Systems 
Development Charge, or SDC. It 
is fair to all parties and will 
help keep water and sewer nates 
down. Most surrounding juris¬ 
dictions already have the equiv¬ 
alent of SDC and, in fact, some 
of them have not had a signi¬ 
ficant rate increase for several 
years. 

If you, the customers of the 
WSJSC, seem apathetic to rate 
increases, then the legislators 
win rightfully assume that the 
passage of SDC is of little im¬ 
portance to you. But if enough 
of you take the time to let your 
elected officials know you sup¬ 
port SDC' for the reasons listed 
above, I believe the measure wiil 
pass. The charge is fair, it is 
equitable, and ultimately will 
benefit all water and sewer cus¬ 
tomers in the bi-county area 
known as the Sanitary District. 

A public hearing on this bill 
will be held by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges Bi-County Committee on 
November 4 at 7 p.m. in the 
M-NCPFC Building, 6600 Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue, Riverdale* 

Please call your elected repre¬ 
sentatives in Annapolis or attend 
the public hearing. Let them 
know that you have already paid 
for the cost of growth that your 
home or business added to the 
system and that, in equity, to¬ 
morrow’s new customers should 
do the same.

Approaching 
her neat, well cared-for yard 
one sees a well-planned border 
of seasonal flowers. In the back¬ 
ground is a grape arbor with a 
bench underneath it where one 
can sit and enjoy the birds and 
flowers. In the backyard a huge 
tree—high wisteria catches the 
eye. The yards are simple, color¬ 
ful, neat and emanate tranquil¬ 
ity. 

Named Community Gardeners 
Extraordinaire Allie and Adele 
Lee not only produced a beauti¬ 
ful garden of their own but 
worked on the common area be¬ 
hind their home. They planted 
evergreen trees (hollies) and 
made steps through their prop¬ 
erty to the common area to even¬ 
ly disperse the waterflow in an 
effort to stem erosion that oc¬ 
curs in that area.

approved and adopted. This plan 
seta the changes in zoning and 
development requirements over 
the existing zoning regulations. 
As an example, parking regula¬ 
tions which are normally 2.5 
spaces for each 1,000 square feet 
of building area could be re¬ 
duced to as low as 1 space per 
L000 s.f. 

To initiate a TDOZ, the county 
council tells the planning board 
to delineate the boundaries of 
such a zone. After that is done, 
a multi-disciplined Transporta¬ 
tion District Development Plan 
team will be formed. The team 
will contact property owners to 
determine what they have in 
mind in the way of developing 
their property. “We will bring 
in citizens in order to find out 
wbat their goals and views are 
at an early stage,** he announ¬ 
ced. This will be done at an 
earlier stage in the process than 
was done for West Hyattsville 
in order to develop a better re¬ 
lationship and trust between the 
citizens and owners and the plan¬ 
ning team. “We will look at 
school capacities, police and fire 
facilities and all other public 
facilities,** he pointed out so that 
the team can determine what 
improvements are needed if de¬ 
velopment is to occur. 

After the team has heard from

everyone, it will go into "hiding* 
in order to come forth with a 
number of optional plana for the 
TDOZ. “Then we will again meet 
with everyone in order to get 
feedback,** Derro advised. After 
that the team will come up with 
one plan which will again be re¬ 
viewed and altered to become a 
“consensus’* plan supported by 
most, but not necessarily every¬ 
body. 

Once the plan is published 
there will be a public hearing 
by the planning board and one 
or more public hearings by the 
county council. Depending on cer¬ 
tain actions which it can take, 
the county council will have from 
five to eight months to take ac¬ 
tion on the plan. If it doesn't, 
the process dies and they have 
to start over again. 

Derro responded to a number 
of questions from the audience 
expressing concerns about devel¬ 
opment in the area. He noted 
that not all development w'aa 
bad, .that he lived in a house built 
by developers, went shopping at 
stores built by developers and 
drove over streets built by de¬ 
velopers. He said the planning 
process would have to involve 
give and take. For example, in 
order to get improvements to 
Indian Creek, extensions of bike 
paths and street improvements 
paid for by the developers, they 
will need something in return in 
the way of rights to develop their 
property. In the final analysis, 
the cost of development will have 
to be competitive to the cost of 
developing other property that 
might be available for develop¬ 
ment, if it is to occur. He also 
noted that development might not 
necessarily be commercial or of¬ 
fice facilities, but could be resi¬ 
dential. 

Derro expects that the first 
meeting to obtain citizen input 
on the TDOZ will be held in 
Greenbelt in about a month's 
time.
